In its preposterous claim—of having 
won a “great victory” in the harbor 
controversy, the Evening Express is 
kicking up a cloud of dust for the pur- 
pose of trying to divert the attention 
of the people from the degrading spec- 
tacle which the paper has made of it- 
self during the past few months. As 
citizens of Los Angeles are possessed 
of at least ordinary intelligence, it is 
not necessary to say that the puerile 
. efforts of the Evening Express are en- 
tirely wasted. 


From the very beginning of the re- 
cent agitation on part of the people of 
Los Angeles for an appropriation to 
construct a government deep-water 
harbor, free to all comers, at the point 
indorsed by the United States engineers 
and approved by the people, the Even- 
ing Express has persistently and stead- 
ily done everything in its power to 
throw obstacles in the way of the real- 
ization of the people’s wishes, and to 
assist a grasping corporation to en- 
slave the commerce of Southern Cali- 
fornia, as it has enslaved that of the 
northern part of the State. 

When the Free Harbor League, com- 
prising many of our most worthy and 
public-spirited citizens, was organized 
for the purpose of endeavoring to se- 
cure this deep-water harbor, the Ex- 
press went out of its way to cast ridi- 
cule and abuse on the league and its 


members, scarcely stopping short of 


terming them Anarchists. The Ex- 
press did its best to make the people 
of Los Angeles believe that the citi- 
zens comprising the league were try- 
ing to retard the progress of Los An- 
geles in favor of San Francisco. 

In the furtherance of its unholy 
scheme to aid a public plunderer, the 
Evening Express started the absurd 
cry of “no harbor,” as a bogie to scare 
off that portion of the people who do 
not look beneath the surface. The 


Evening Express knew, as well as any. 


citizen of Los Angeles, that so far from 
opposing the progress and prosperity 
of the city, the members of the Free 
Harbor League were devoting time, 
which many of them could ill spare, 
to a project which has for its object 
the placing of Los Angeles on a per- 
manently prosperous basis, independ- 
ent of corporation rule; but the Even- 
ing Express was paid to, lie, wherefore 
it lied, and lied again, as if it liked it. 

‘The Evening Express has studiously 
and persistently endeavored to mislead 
the public in regard to the chief point 
at issue in this controversy, which is 
not, Shall we have a harbor at Santa 
Monica or San San Pedro?” but, “Shall 
‘we have a free harbor, open to all lines 
of transportation, or shall we have a 
harbor controlled by a single selfish 
railroad corporation?” 

When the Huntington crowd found 
that they were in danger of losing the 
game, and.that some desperate meas- 
ures must be resorted to, the Evening 
press cheerfully undertook the dirty 


task of purchasing for them, with 


Southern Pacific money, forged signa- 
tures to bogus petitions favoring Collis 
F. Huntington’s harbor site. 
- Finally, when, after a hard fight by 
the California Senators, aided by a few 
other independent friends of the people 
in that body, the Huntington forces 
were finally put to rout, Huntington's 
miserable local organ had the effront- 
ery to tumble around before a dis- 
gusted public, like a clown in a olrous. 


and claim that it had won a glorious 
victory.” 

In these days, when so many people 
are “on the make,” in journalism as 
well as in other branches of human 
activity; when even men who hold the 
high office of United States Senator 
“fall down” for cause, it is not surpris- 
ing to find that a man of Huntington’s 
wealth and unscrupulous enterprise 
can succeed in finding newspapers at a 
distance, like the Washington Post, 
which are willing to do his dirty work 
for a consideration. It is, however, 
even in these days, a matter of sur- 
prise that he can succeed in getting a 
paper which depends for support on the 
prosperity of Los Angeles to prostitute 
its columns in the advocacy of a 
scheme that cculd only result in re- 
tarding the growth of the city, by plac- 
ing it, commercially, in a fettered con- 
dition similar to that which has been 
occupied by San Francisco for twenty 
years. 

It is creditable to the press of South- 
ern California that, so far as we are 
aware, the Evening Express—edited by 
H. Z. Osborne—is the only paper, great 
or small, daily or weekly, published in 
the seven southern counties, that has 
shown itself so degraded as to advocate 
for hire a project directly opposed to 
the interests of the people. 

The citizens of Los Angeles and of 
the surrounding country have passed 
judgment upon the Evening Express 
and its editor. It is today writhing un- 
der the relentless lash of the aroused 
and indignant public execration which 
it has senselessly brought upon itself. 


THE CALIFORNIA IRON-CLADS. 


From the Santa Barbara Channel 
comes the welcome intelligence that 
the California-built battleship Oregon, 
on her trial trip of Monday, developed 
a speed of 16.78 knots per hour, which, 
under the contract between the Navy 
Department and the Union Iron Works, 
that built her, entitles hef builders to a 
bonus of $175,000, being $25,000 extra 
for each quarter-knot developed on the 
trial trip. For the benefit of those un- 
acquainted with the language of the 
seas, we may state that sixty knots 
are equivalent to sixty-nine and a half 
land miles. Hence her speed is equal 
to 17.34 land miles. 

This is something to be proud of, 
and every Californian who feels an in- 
terest in the growth of the State and 
the development of her industries 
should feel like throwing up his hat 
for the big Oregon and her splendid 
trial trip. The Oregon is a first-class 
battleship, of the same class and 
armament as the Maine, Indiana and 
Massachusetts. Her displacement is 
something in excess of eleven thousand 
tons, but will reach nearer twelve thou- 
sand with her armament in position 
and all her stores and coal aboard. 

All the vessels built on the Pacific 
Coast for the use of the navy were 
built at the Union Iron Works, about 
four miles south of the ferry landings 
at San Francisco. The concern was 
originally the property of Peter and 
James Donahue, but passed into the 
hands of H. J. Booth & Co., at whose 
death the present corporation was or- 
ganized. The plant for building iron 
steamships cost $500,000 alone. The 
first vessel built by them was the Po- 
mona, now on the Humboldt line, She 
cost $15,000 more than her sister ship, 
the Corona, built on the Delaware. 
But it cost $15,000 to bring the Corona 
around the Horn and clean her up after 
arrival, while the Pomona had already 
earned $30,000 gross, or more than 
enough to pay the difference in cost. 

The war vessels built at the Union 
Iron Works are the Charleston and 
San Francisco, armored cruisers; the 
Olympia, an unarmored cruiser; the 
Monterey, a harbor-defense ship of the 
„monitor“ type; and the Oregon, the 
latest and best of all their productions. 
The San Francisco is a sister ship to 
the Baltimore and Philadelphia, but, on 
the voyage around the Horn to take 
part in the great naval review of 1893, 
Admiral Gherardi, who was in com- 
mand of the squadron, pronounced her 
the superior of her sister ships as a 
heavy-weather vessel. 

Every war vessel yet built at the San 
Francisco yard has so far exceeded the 
rate of speed demanded in the contract, 
nor has any complaint of unseaworthi- 
ness yet reached the public ear. This 
is a condition of things in which every 
citizen of the Coast can well afford 
take a honest pride. ä 


It has just been discovered that some 
of the stonework on the monument to 
Gen. Grant, in Golden Gate Park, San 
Francisco, was done by convict labor. 
The Examiner is raising a fund to 
substitute for it stqnework done by 
free labor. ‘The movement is deserving

SILVER SENATORS RESPONSIBLE. 


The gold reserve is again giving Mr. 
Cleveland and his Secretary of the 
Treasury a great deal of uneasiness. 
On May 1 it stood at $125,000,000, and 
on May 14 it had declined to $114,000,- 
000—a loss of $11,000,000 in twelve 
working days, or nearly $1,000,000 per 
day. The last installments of the $100,- 
000,000 recently borrowed: have been 
paid, and the treasury stands face to 
face with the steady demand for gold, 
which shows no signs of abatement. 

It is expected that Congress will ad- 
journ early in June, not later than the 
10th of that month. There is no pros- 
pect that any legislation for the relief 
Fot the treasury will be passed, unless 
the situation should assume a phase 
go acute as to render legislative action 
imperative. It is doubtful if, even un- 
der such circumstances, the free-coin- 
age extremists of the Senate would 
forego their shibboleth and consent to 
the passage of some sensible, non-par- 
tisan measure of relief. They are 80 
wedded to their mad idolatry that they 
are in a sense impervious to reason. 
They have set their silver god upon a 
pedestal above that of their. country, 
and are willing to sacrifice the inter- 
ests of the latter to subserve the sup- 
posed interests of the former. 

The present situation is discreditable 
and disgraceful. Congress has power 
to relieve it. It had power to do so at 
the beginning of the session, and 
sought to exercise it, but the effort 
failed because of the factious and in- 
defensible opposition of the silver 
fanatics in the Senate, who insisted on 
tacking a free-coinage amendment upon 
every measure designed to relieve the 
treasury. The mischievous and vicious 
opposition of these extremists made the 
last bond issue of $100,000,000 neces- 
sary. It could easily have been avoided 
had these men been broad-minded 
statesmen rather than the narrow dev- 
otees of a single idea. 88 

Under existing conditions the admin- 

istration had no alternative but to issue 
bonds or permit the honor and credit 
of the country to go down in disgrace. 
No matter what had led up to those 
conditions, the administration had at 
its disposal no means of _ relief 
but the issue of bonds. The blame, 
therefore, rests with the silver fanatics 
of the Senate, who persistently blocked 
all remedial legislation. 
What will be done in the present 
emergency? If the gold reserve should 
continue to decline at the present rate, 
it would soon be depleted, and long be- 
fore the December session of Congress 
(unless more money were borrowed) 
the national credit would be destroyed, 
specie payments would be suspended, 
our currency dishonored, all values un- 
settled, and bankruptcy would prevail 
throughout the land. 

The administration would, of course, 
avert these dire results by borrowing 
more gold, and that course will prob- 
ably become necessary, for there is no 
good reason to suppose that the sfiver 
fanatics will abate their fanatidism 
sufficiently to permit business legisla- 
tion on business principles 

It is said that President Cleveland 
will probably send an urgent message 
to Congress, before its adjournment, 
asking for the legislation necessary to 
relieve the situation and avert further 
bond issues. But the appeal will no 
doubt be in vain, because of the-pig- 
headed and short-sighted obstinacy of 
the Senatorial silverites. These men 
have abused, and are abusing, the 
power which they possess to block leg- 
islation. Upon them must rest the re- 
sponsibility for whatever grave results 
may ensue for want of remedial,legis- 
lative action. 


RESULTS OF FREE WOOL. 


Foreign wool.continues to pour into 
the United States in enormous quanti- 
ties. The amount imported during the 
twenty months following the repeal of 
the McKinley law aggregated over 400,- 
000,000 pounds, against 150,000,000 
pounds in the twenty months preceding 
the repeal of the McKinley law. 

Every week American wool is being 
shipped to Europe at prices below those 
of Australian wool produced by con- 
vict labor, in order to find hands to 
work it into cloth for Americans to 
buy, while American mills are idle and 
American workers are dependent on 
the charity of their friends, Those 
are the blessings of “reform,” and 
Democrats wonder that Americans do 
not appreciate them. 5 

The wool of Colorado brings less 
than 11 cents on the average of vari- 
ous qualities, against about 20 cents 
five years ago; the wool of Montana 
brings less than 9 cents, against about 
20 cents, and the wool of Utah and 
Wyoming 10 cents, against 19.4. The 
silver Senators, who defeated the 
| Emergency Tariff Bill, which, in part, 
restored the duty .om wool, need not 
wonder that voters think ill ef them. 

It is estimated that Utah and Wyo- 
ming have lost about $2,200,000 in the 
price of their wool raised this year, at 
latest quotations, and Montana also 
about $2,200,00, Texas nearly $2,000,000, 
Colorado and New Mexico about 51. 
350,000, and the Northern States be- 
tween the Hudson and the Mississippi 
about $6,800,000, reckoning only the loss 
in price on the diminished quantity 
produced this year; and yet there are 
men who think that those Republican 
Senators who voted to prolong free 
trade in wool, unless they could dic-

in 1890 to 85,000 in 1896. Should this 
relative growth be maintained, it will 
not be so many years before Los An- 
geles catches up with the largest city 
in the State.

Senator Quay Expresses His 
Willingness. to Withdraw 


So as to Make Maj. McKinley’s 
Nomination Unanimous. 


Senator Issues a Cireular—In- 
diana Democrats Want Gov. Mat- 
thews for Their Candidate. 
Cleveland Hopeful, 


(Washington Special to the Chicago 
Times-Heraid, May 8:) It is now more 
than probable that all of the Presiden- 
tial candidates in the Republican party 
will withdraw before the meeting of the 
St. Louis convention, and that but one 
name will be presented to that conven- 
tion as a candidate for President. The 
most significant feature of the situa- 
tion is the change in the attitude-of 
Senator Quay. The Pennsylvania Sen- 
ator is easily the foremost leader of 
the opposition to McKinley, and has 
been from the start. The ofher candi- 
dates and managers have all the time 
placed great confidence in Mr. Quay’s 
judgment. Until today Mr. Quay has 
advised all the other candidates to hold 
their forces well in hand, and has de- 
clared that the fight was not yet over; 
but in conference today with the man- 
agers of Reed and Allison, Mr. * 
spoke in substance as follows: 

Though it is not as yet necessary for 
us publicly to concede McKinley’s nom- 
ination, the probabilities are we shall 
have to do so in a few days. I suggest 
that we keep still until all the dele- 
gates to the national convention have 
been elected. Then we should cause a 
careful,-searching inquiry to be made 
as to the preferences of the delegates, 
and if a majority are found irrevocably 
tied to McKinley, as seems probable, I 
see no reason why any name but his 
should be presented to the convention. 
The most we could do would be to force 
Mr. Hanna to spend his money keep- 
ing his forces in line and guarding 
against surprises. It is questionable 
whether we ought to do that, inasmuch 
as Gov. McKinley’s nomination is in- 
evitable if the preferences of the dele- 
gates have been correctly reported, and 
it would be a good thing for the party 
if.the nomination were made without 
opposition and with unanimity. All bit- 
terness could thus be healed at the con- 
vention ingtead of afterward, and the 
party could get into fighting trim so 
much the quicker. The masses of the 
party, who appear to be for McKinley, 
will be better satisfied if they are able 
to secure the nomination of their favor- 
ite without further opposition, and 
withdrawal of the candidates would 
save some of us a heap of trouble.“ 

Senator Quay's suggestion was well 
received by the friends of. the other 
candidates, and it will probably be 
acted upon.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—There seems 
to be a misconception in certain quar- 
ters as to the nature of yesterday’s set- 
tlement of the Santa Monica-San Pedro 
controversy reached in the Senate.

Miller Broke Fuller’s Jaw—Cur- 
lew Gets One Day—Review of the 
Quaker City Evidence. 


The trial of John E. Miller, charged 
with battering Arthur Fuller at a Holi- 
ness church meeting in Whittier last 
February, was heard before Judge 
Smith in Department One yesterday. 
This church disturbance is still fresh 
in the minds of the public, Fuller hav- 
ing accompanied Miss Foley to evening 
services at a Holiness meeting. and, 
being annoyed and insulted by a gang 
of youthful hoodlums. 

Arthur Fuller was the first witness 
called by the prosecution. In answer to 
numerous preliminary questions, Fuller 
replied that he was a resident of Ri- 
vera, and attended the Holiness church 
meeting at Whittier on the night of 
February 16, 1896, in company with 
Miss Foley. Curlew, Miller and two or 
three other young fellows took a seat 
just back of the one occupied by him 
and Miss Foley, and began to make re- 
marks. “Miller put his head between 
Miss Foley and me, and when I asked 
him to attend to his own business, he 
said, Is that so, whiskers on the 
moon? alluding to the beard I had on 
my chin at the time, I presume. He 
persisted in putting his face between 
us and making remarks. When I again 
told him to keep quiet, he called me a 
— — — — and wanted me to go 
out. I told him I would settle the mat- 
ter later. Miss Foley and I changed 
seats, going further forward. We sat 
there about five minutes, and then went 
home, because they were making 80 
much noise. When we went out they 
followed; that is, Miller followed us for 
about five hundred yards, keeping five 
or six feet behind us. The others 
stopped after they had followed us 
about one hundred and fifty yards. Mil- 
ler followed within fifty yards of Miss 
Foley’s house, and kept making the re- 
mark that ‘it is going to rain pretty 
soon.“ 

In answer to questions by the prose- 
cution, the witness said: “It was a clear 
night, and there were no indications of 
rain. We did not go all the way to 
Miss Foley’s house. We stopped at the 
corner and she requested me to go back, 
as she wanted to see some friends, and 
the church services were about over. 
Miller still followed, but stopped and 
stood in the street when we came back. 
We did not go all the way to the 
church, but turned and I took Miss 
Foley home. I then started to go to 
my home, going east and then north. 
T ran into the gang, and Curlew 
hit me on the back of the head. 
I turned around and Miller hit me. 


Dist.-Atty Williams said the evidenes 
was such that the defendant could fet 
be held guilty of assault with a

A UNITED STATES INDICTMENT 
AGAINST HIM DISMISSED. 


Accused of Reading Other People’s 
Letters—As the Letter Had Been 
Delivered, He Violated No Fed- 
eral Law—May Be Prosecuted in 
the Superior Court. 


The interesting case of the United 
States against William H. White came 
to an end yesterday through a motion 
of: United States District Attorney 
George J. Denis that it be dismissed, on 
the ground that there wag not sufficient 
evidence to justify any jury in finding 
the defendant guilty. 

White is the local manager of Baker 
& Hamilton, a San Francisco firm that 
deals in “everything on wheels.” R. A. 
Johnson was formerly an employé in 
the firm's branch on Los Angeles street 
in this city. Johnson left that position 
some time ago. After he had ceased to 
be an employé of the firm, a letter was 
received at the Los Angeles store ad- 
dressed to R. A. Johnson, care of Baker 
& Hamilton, Los Angeles. Supposing 
it was in relation to firm business, 
White, the manager, opened and read 
the letter. 

Johnson charges that White had no 
right to do this, and that by the knowl- 
edge he gained from the letter White 
was able to make a sale of goods to a 
San Bernardino man, which Johnson 
individually could have made if he 
had received the letter, and thus cer- 
tain prospective gains were diverted 
from Johnson to enrich the coffers of 
Baker & Hamilton. 

In much wrath Johnson laid the case 
before the United States authorities 
and White was arrested on an indict- 
ment charging him with interfering 
with the delivery of a letter and di- 
verting it from ita proper destination,

Crops and Markets. 

The orange crop being practically out 
of the way, the attention of dealers and 
growers is now directed to the coming 
deciduous fruit crop. 
Fresh apricots have been on the lo- 
cal market for a week or more, coming 
from Palm Springs, on the Colorado 
Desert, which has once more beaten 


' Arizona in the race for early fruit. 


There are a few cherries on the mar- 
ket.. The fresh fruit season through- 
out the State is backward, owing to 
rains and cold weather. Dealers and 
growers are still waiting to obtain 
more definite news in regard to the 
extent of the frost Ramage. Upon this 
will largely depend the course of prices. 
Last year’s dried fruit crop has been 
retty well cleaned up. Peaches and 
apricots are becoming scarce. Should 
the coming crop prove as short as some 
persons suppose, there ought to be an 
important and decided advance in 
prices. 

For prunes there is a silght improve- 
ment in the demand. The California 
Fruit Grower recently had the follow- 
ing in regard to the prune market: 

“There appears a slight disposition 
to speculate in choice well-cured, good- 
keeping prunes at present prices.

“Much of this land will be used in 
beet culture. Beet culture has only 
begun, and its extensidn will with- 
draw from immense 
tracts in the San Joaquin and Sacra 
mento valleys, while, by reducing the 
wheat area, it will tend to betrer the 
price of that staple. Beets grown in 
France and Germany yield 8 to 10 per 
cent, of sugar only; here our lands yield 
14 to 18 per cent., and without special 
fertilization. There, but for govern- 
ment bounties, the business could not 
be made successful. When Califor- 
nia gets to manufacturing $50,000,000 
worth of beet-sugar for annual expo 
east, the shipment dit refined sugar 
to Atlantic ports from Germany and 
France, on which there is a heavy im- 
port duty, will greatly decline, if it 
does not entirely cease.” 


Another Vine Disease. 

It seems that the troubles of the Call- 
fonia vine-growers are never to end. No 
sooner had they begun to congratulate 
themselves on the success that has at- 
tended the introduction of resistant 
stock that is proof against the phyl- 


loxefa, and, further, are beginning to 


reap the benefit of combination in 
marketing the product, than comes the 
discovery that the resistant or riperia 
vines are subject to a peculla disease, 
as a result of which ut is stated that 
one-half the riparia in Napa county are 
dead or dying. 
According to the San Francisco Call 
it was discovered last August that 
some of the riparias suddenly sickened 
and died. It was by no means a Fen- 


died by the thousands. It was at first 


thought to be the dreaded Anaheim dis- 
Feld ease, Which played such havoc in the 


southern vineyards, but opinions were 
by no means certain, on this point. In 
every case where the vine was affected 
an invéstigation showed that its roots 
were diseased, and in some cases en- 
tirely dried up. . 
The riparia is a n&tive, growing wild 
in this State and al the Muissis- 
Appl. The riparia from the Missis- 
‘sippi.is the more satisfactory of the 
two, and for that reason was planted 
much more extensively than the Call- 
fornia vine. It is more hardy, and 
makes a vine more suitable for receiv- 
ing a graft. oh 
Prof. George Hussmann dlscusses at 


some length in a St. Helena paper the 


nature of the peculiar ailment. Prof. 
Hussmann heid, in a Missouri college, 
the same relative position that Prof. 
Hilgard holds at the University of Cal- 
ifornia. He was much interested, 
financially and otherwise, in introduc- 
ing the riparia to this State, In ‘his 
communication he Ways: 


“That we h a disease, especially in 


the upper part of the valley; attacking 
riparia. vines, there can no longer be 
any doubt. As all riparia vines here, in 
the lower part ofthe valley and in the 
oldest vineyards in Sonoma county, 
have been perfectly healthy until now, I 
have been loth to believe it, but an in- 
vestigation and talk with Messrs. Be- 
ringer brothers, whose vineyard has 
been a model of health and beauty un- 
til last August, has convinced me to 
the contrary. So far I had ascribed 
the failure to other causes, uncongen- 
ial soil, poor cultivation, eto. But here 
we have a vineyard on as good soil as 
can be found in the valley, well culti- 
vated and taken care of all summer, 
with splendid growth and promise, sud- 
denly stricken in August, until about 
two thousand vines are already dead, 
and a number more dying. These are 
facts and we cannot ignore them. Yet 
the vineyard of Mrs. Chabot, planted 
with riparias, grafted when four years 
old, has shown splendid results the 
past two years, and is perfectly healthy 
yet. That it is not phylloxera, Mr. Be- 
ringer is firmly convinced, although the 


is not altogether an easy one to han- 
die, but when a number of intelligent 
men, such as form a majority of the 
horticulturists of the State, make up 
their minds in earnest that they are 
going to solve a problem, there is no 
doubt that it will be solved. 

A correspondent of the Pacific Rural 
‘Press discussed this subject at consid- 
erable length in a recent issue of that 
paper. He maintains that the diffi- 
culties now contended with are prin- 
cipally in reaching the consumer at 
reasonable cost. The producer does not 
receive enough and the consumer pays 
too much, and all from a lack of sys- 
tem, or proper method of doing the 
business. The natural laws of trade 
will in the course of time correct this 
evil; but life is short. and if there is a 
better way, time and human efforts 
should not be wasted in waiting. 

The products of California are not 
concentrated to any extent either here 
or elsewhere, and are not in a situa- 
tion to be distributed economically or 
with dispatch, at any price, even if 
we had the demand for them, as they 
are scattered everywhere. 

The correspondent. suggests that if 
a full assortment of our products was 
‘concentrated at Chicago in one store, 
under the management of one compe- 
tent and responsible business man, he 
could, through the circulation of hun- 
dreds of thousands of prices current, 
reach every consumer of any conse- 
quence throughout the eastern States, 
and furnish him, by the package, at 
rates for less than half of what is be- 
ing asked now. and yet return perhaps 
25 per cent. more for the goode than 
are now getting.

‘Vantages which purchasers would de- 
rive from a systematic marketing of 
our products in this manner: 


“To effect this I would suggest that a 
California corporation be formed, with 
a capital sufficient for the business and 
with stockholders without regard to 
their being producers or not, which cap 
ital should be entitled to 10 per cent. 
per annum interest and a first charge 
on the profits of the business. 
‘business directors to direct and solicit 
consignments from here to be sold for 
the first season on a commission of 10 
‘per cent., and any profit after paying 
expenses to be returned pro rata to the 
consignors and stockholders combined.

Big Orchard Work. 

Some of the big orchards in the north- 
ern part of the State are beginning to 
carry on their work on a scale after the 
style of the great wheat ranches of the 
Sam Joaquin Valley. Probably the big- 
gest orchard of California is that of 
Hatch & Rock on the Feather River, 
covering 1600 acres. Here everything 


ister has the following description of 
the manner in which work is done up 
there: 


The horses and men, wagons and 


this spring an innovation has been 
made. A gigantic traction engine takes 
the place of the gang-plow and does as 
much work as four eight-mule teams. 
The engine runs down the mile-long 
rows and plows the full width of the 
row, twenty-four feet, turning over the 
ground in excellent shape and doing the 
work much cheaper than it ean be done 
by animals. ‘When. night comes,’ 
said Foreman Ditzler, and we unhitch 
from the engine, it does not require a 
big lot of hay and barley, and hence 
there is a great saving in the cost.’ 
The engine will de used to haul the 
-fruit,to Biggs to the cannery this sum- 
mer. and will make better time than 
any team. It will run a saw for cutting 
wood, grind ley, pump water 
and de any other kind of work on the 
place that steam can do.” 

Such work as this shows great enter- 
prise, and is doubtless profitable to 
the owners of the orchard, but such im- 
mense estates as this, which employ 
a ‘limited number of men, generally 
bachelors, for a part of the year only, 
are far less beneficial to the State at 
large than would be a number of ten or 
twenty-acre farms, If, instead of this 
vast tract of 1600 acres, there were 100 
tracts of sixteen acres, the same 
land would furnish a good living to 
100 families, or, say, 500 persons, and 
these again would support at least 100 
more to supply their Various needs, so 
that there would be a prosperous com-

“It will be admitted that if all the 
products of California were in the 
hands of one man that he could name his 
own price without fear of competition, 
and as a good business man he would 
be careful not to make his prices so 
high as to interfere with the sale of all 
his goods in due season, and thus the 
producer would realize all the market 
would legitimately. bear in price. 

“By laying down the goods at the 


door of the consumer at the lowest pos- 


sible cost, there should always be a 
good margin for the producer, and yet. 
to be in a position to compete with any 
foreign production. 

“The producer here would soon learn 
that his fealty was due to such an 
agency, for the reason that to consign 
his goods to anyone else would in effect 
be competing with himself; and being 
a partner entitled to a share of the net 
profits in proportion to his 1 
without taking any risk as to final 
outcome, makes the position of the ship- 
per safe beyond question.

Raisin-growers Combine. 

The Fresno people have grown weary 
of selling raisins for less than the cost 
of production, and have decided on a 
plan which they hope will enable them 
to get good prices for their product. 
A committee was recently appointed, 
and a plan of action has been decided 
upon. Selling raisins by consignments 
to easterr{ brokers ig to Be utterly abol- 
ished, to the extent that no raisins 
shall be allowed to leave the State un- 
til sold. 

This, it is believed, will prevent glut- 
ting of the eastern market by indis- 
criminate shipments to the chief cen- 
ters. Raisins must be stored in this 
State until they are sold, and the price 
is paid. There is to be an iron-bound 
contract between the grower and 
packer whereby the grower knows 
when he delivers his raisins what price 
be is to receive for.them, or at least 
he knows the minimum price. If the 
packer cannot sell for that price the 
raisins are to be stored until they are 
demanded in the market.

After being taken from the pits it is 
scutched and hackled to rid the fiber 
from its outer covering, and is in this 
state when sold to the manufactories, 
where it is bleached, spun and woven 
into the finest of cambrics or ordinary 
shoe thread. 

The hackle is a coarse comb with steel 
teeth through which the fibers are 
drawn, taking off any extraneous mat- 
ter and straightening out the “weary 
pound o' tow.” 

The dry climate of California is not 
suitable for the growth of the finest 
fiber, and whether it is possible to get 
both the fiber and seed from the same 
crop is a point in dispute. The matur- 
ing of the seed takes place after the 
fiber has reached its critical point or 
finest condition, after which it turns 
coarse and is not nearly so valuable: 
The question for those to consider in 
California who have a hankering after 
flax culture is, whether the game is 
worth the candle. Variety is the charm 
of Ute and also of agriculture, horticul- 
ture, and particularly floriculture. It 
would be a pleasant sight to see the 
Riverside orange groves interspersed 


with banana and pineapple plantations, 


but the problem is: Given a certain soil 
and climate plus a copious supply of the 
liquid indispensable; with the same 
amount of labor and expense what crop 
can be most successful and profitably 
produced? Every country and district 
even has some peculiarity, and a special 
fitness of its own for certain products; 


‘the thing is to find out those products 


that the locality is specially adapted to, 
then grow it for all you are worth.

California Vegetable Growing. 


(Ira D. Adams:) It will soon be time 
in many ‘portions, of this State to pre- 
pare the ground for melons, squashes, 
sweet corn, etc. 

Muskmelons. Some time ago I re- 
ceived a communication from a reader 
of the Rural, who wished me to inform | 
him if the Winter Pineapple muskmelon 
would do well on heavy adobe land; 
also, what time I planted the seed, hills 
how far apart, and how I managed to 
keep them until Christmas. In the 
spring ot 1890 I wrote quite a lengthy 
article for the Rural as to the merits 
of the “Cassaba,” or Winter Pineapple 
muskmelon. Doubtless the party ask- 
ing for information about this variety 
ot melon never saw my article just re- 
ferred to, and no doubt there fre now 

la prob-

perhaps never saw said article, nor even 


| heard of this valuable melon, 1 will, 


fresh and sound through methods of | therefore, answer as briefly as possible 


the questions asked. 

The Cassaba. This melon, with me, 
does the best on my heaviest land, 
which is on the adobe order, so much 80 


that it requires skillful management in 


order to put it in good condition for even 
an Nun farm crop. I plant the 
seeds generally from the 5th to the 15th 
of May, hardly ever any earlier, and 
never after the 20th, unless to re- 
plant a few hills that failed to germi- 
nate. I make the hills 6x6 feet, which 
is the same distance I plant all va- 
rieties of muskmelons, and so they can 
be cultivated both ways the same as 
corn. It pays to cultivate them once a 
week, or oftener, if one has the spare 
time, until the vines are in the way. 
Pick the melons after the frost nips the 
vines pretty badly (by cutting the stems 
quite short) and put them in the cool- 
est and driest place you have. Place 
them blossom end up, as they will keep 


much longer by so doing. When this 


end gets a little mellow, it is ready for 
use. I intend to plant about half an 
acre this season, as I always find sale 
for many of the choicest ones, as well as 
to supply a number of eastern seedmen 
with seeds. I find that they fatten hogs 
faster than anything I ever raised, “and 
they are excellent for milch cows and 
chickens, seeds and all. 

The Best Early Canteloupes. For the 
best green-fleshed variety of muskmel- 
ons for family use I prefer the Jenny 
Lind, notwithstanding it is quite small. 
It makes up for this defect by being re- 
markably prolific. By taking out the 
seeds when the melon 18 very green, 
and paring it, it makes a most delicious 
preserve by flavoring it with Jamaica 
ginger. The Tip Top I have found to 
be a most excellent yellow-fleshed 
— either for family use or for 

Watermelons. Like muskmelons, 
watermelons flourish much the best on 
new land. As I have none, I always try 
to have a green crop of some kind to 
turn under a week or two before plant- 
ing. Late last December I sowed a 
mixed lot of seed as an experiment for 
this purpose. It consisted of about 
equal parts of hairy vetch, dwarf Es- 
sex rape, a kind of pea I had and a 
beardless barley. Altogether I will 
have a fair crop to turn under about the 
last of this month, although the hairy 
vetch for some reason is nearly a fail- 
I in hopes to have

wo of the Best. Cole’s Earl is 
early, and one of the first to 9 
The Lodi, which originated, I believe, 
in this State, is, in my judgment, one 
of the best melons raised and one 
cannot go amiss in planting it.

still have a few of my last season’s 
hybrid squashes on hand, which are 
apparently as sound as ever. I am ex- 
pecting to test their quality soon in the 
shape of pies. I shall plant two acres 
or more of this variety in May. 

Sweet corn. I always raise a good 
patch for family use, and I consider it 
the best variety to use for milch cows 
as well as horses, as they are ex- 
tremely fond of it if cured properly. 
I have tried many kinds of the mam- 
moth varieties of field corn for feed- 
m waste in the long, ha woody 
e whereas, the staiks of sweet 
corn are small, sweet and tender, and 
there is but very little waste if prop- 
‘erly cured and fed. ö 

Then again, in planting smaller va- 
rieties of sweet corn, 3x3 feet, as I 
always do, leaving four stalks to a 
hill, I get on an acre 4840 hills, while 
the larger varieties of common field 
corn planted 4x4 feet, one only gets 
2722 hills on an acre. I consider there 
is more available feed for stock and 
of a much superior quality in one hill 
of sweet corn than there is in two 
or even three hills of the mammoth 
variety of fleld corn, even though it 
does grow “fifteen feet tall and ten feet 
to the ears.“ 

Care in planting corn. Great care 
should be taken in planting all va- 
rieties of sweet corn, as the purer the 
kind the easier it rots. I always plant 
mine with a hoe, and scarcely an inch 
in depth, and never until the weather 
gets settled, and the ground quite 
warm—generally here from the 10th to 
the 20th of May. 

Kinds of sweet corn. There are so 
many varieties advertised as “the eara 
Hest and best,“ that it is very diffi- 
cult for any one to decide (intelli- 
gently) as to which is the choicest kind. 
Last season I was so well pleased with 
the Early Vermont that I shall try it 
again this season from seed of my own 
raising. I am not aware that it is 
catalogued as yet by any seedsman 
on this Coast. For a later variety I 
have found none superior to Stowell’s 
Evergreen. 


Tropical Yam. 


(Florida Agriculturist:) There are 
many yams in different pars of tropi- 
cal and sub-tropical countries. The 
yam now being tried at the Lake City 
Experiment Station was found growing 
in the grounds of Mr. Gardner at Fort 
Myers. He considered it valuable, and 
generously supplied the station with 

t was planted on poor land in 
rows six feet apart, and six feet apart 
in the row. It was fertilized with a 
small amount of stable manure and 
‘acid phosphate, and given a low trellis 


‘to cling to. 


It grows in rampant fashion, the 
vines being from ten to twenty feet in 
length. The season of freedom from 


‘frost here does not seem to be long 


enough for it to form any aerial tubers 
in the axils of the leaves. These aerial 
tubers are used for seed. It is probable 
that the plant could be rapidly propa- 
rated by cuttings of the vine, as these 

ve a strong tendency to root at the 
joints, wherever the vine rests on the 
ground. 

A growth of one season gives yams 
as heavy as two pounds. When broken 
these yams are very mucilaginous. 
Boiled like potatoes they are very pal. 
atable and wholesome food. They keep 
in the ground from year to year with- 
out becoming woody, and constantly in- 
crease in size. A small patch of them 
grown in the garden would yield every 
day in the year an excellent food for 
the table, by digging as wanted. Tak- 
ing the yam does not injure the growth 
of the remainder of the plant, if the 
roots are not much disturbed. Many 
old Floridans in all parts of the State 
now grow yams for family use. New- 


‘comers may find it profitable to culti- 


vate a patch for this purpose. They 
are exqellent food for all kinds of stock, 
but possibly it would not be profitable 
to cultivate them for this purpose only, 
as there are other crops which might 
give larger returns. Further work in 
methods of propagating, cultivating and 
learning the yield of one season's 
growth will be done with the yam we 
now have, and with others as they can 
be procured. 

This yam was introduced from China 
by the Patent Office nearly forty years 
ago. It is commonly known as the ein- 
namon vine or Chinese yam. The state- 
ment above concerning the failure of 
vines to mature aerial tubers” in the 
latitude of Lake City on account of 
short seasons, is remarkable, inasmuch 
as the vines mature these tubers in 
great abundance several degrees further 
north. The vine is an annual, as it is 
sensitive to frost, but the little tubers 
form before the vines are nipped. The 


tubers proper, if left in the ground 
will shoot up the following year, and 
for an indefinite number of years, and 
will increase in sige from year to year. 
These tubers have been known te retain 
a length of three feet. 


A Warning Voice. 


The Healdsburg Enterprise thus rises 
to make a prophecy: The acreage be- 
ing planted to vineyards in California 
this year is sufficiently large to make 
the prediction that, unless a halt is 
called, the industry will again be in- 
jured by overproduction. Farmers 
better be careful about planting too 
many vines. There is danger of over- 
doing even a reall thing.’ 


For very young chicks, and until they 
are old enough to eat whole wheat, 
there is no better food than egg boiled 
hard, so that it can be crumbled. It 
should be given a little at a time, and 
the chicks be allowed to run around for 
an hour or two before any more is 
given. If the egg shell is crushed fine 
and added, this will also be eaten, and 
it will furnish the needed grit to aid di- 
gestion, besides supplying the lime 
which is essential in growing bone and 
feathers. Many chickens suffer from 
indigestion because cooped on wooden 
floors, where they cannot . — N

Poultry Pointers. 


(Baltimore Sun:) Put the chicken 
coops on a southern slope where the 
youngsters can catch the benefits of the 
glorious spring synshine. 

Be sure to have suitable gutters 
around the upper side of the coops that 
will prevent all possibility of water run- 
ning in the coops during heavy sudden 
showers. 

It is a good plan to drive stakes deep 
in the ground on the two ends of the 
coop and have them snug up against 
the sides. Fasten a strip across these 
stakes, so it will touch the peak of the 
roof of the coop. is will hold the 
coop securely in place in case a severe 
windstorm shou -

Keep the drinking water in the shade 
and have the dishes arranged so the 
chicks cannot get in them. 

Remember, to grow bone, muscle. 
feathers and flesh a varied diet is neces- 
sary, and the food must be of the best, 
whatever is used. 

Feed chicks frequently, but only what 
they will partake of with keen relish. 
Never surfeit them unless at the last 
feed in the evening, then they may be 
allowed to have about all they want. 

Fine, strong, hearty chickens are not 
the result of carelessness or slipshod 
methods. The greatest success is made 
by those who make a study of one breed. 

Eternal vigilance will be the price of 
young chicks as soon as the hot weather 
sets in. Cleanliness must then be ob- 
served or vermin will swarm and take 
oft“ the chirpers by the score. 

Whitewash the coops outside and in. 
Frequently turn them up so the sun- 
shine can get in its sanitary work. 

Regularity in feeding brings uniform- 
ity in results. 
best methods must be adopted. 

Success in raising chicks means sim- 
ply to furnish them proper foods to keep 
them growing, Neglect tells very 
quickly on the young chick, and such 
checks to their growth are exceedingly 
hard to overcome. 

If you are not as successful as your 
neighbor, do not say he has better 
“luck,” but go and investigate the rea- 
son. You will find “better methods” a 
more proper reason for your neighbor’s 
success. 

Teach the chicks to scratch in litter 
for food as soon as they are three 
weeks old. 

Den't wait for the sun to shine in 
your face before getting up to feed the 
chicks. Feed early, as soon as sunrise, 
any way. By doing this you will save 
some chicks from being trampled to 
death by restless hens. _ 

If scrub chicks are good, pure breds 
the much better, and the uniform 
color and appearance is often quite a 
factor in selling. 

If the hens are lousy when they are 
given a brood of chicks, the lice will 
leave the hens and infest the chicks. 

Keep the coops and yards sweet by 
freely using air-slacked lime. : 
See that the coops are securely closed 
at night, so that rats or other prowling 
vermin cannot enter. 

It is important to have feeding pens 
or coops when there are broods of vari- 
ous ages running together. They can 
easily be made of laths. 

It is a good plan to select eggs for 
setting from the best hens and save 
the chicks for next year’s breeding 
stock. 

If there are pullets of cockerels in 
some of the broods that grow much 
faster than the rest, mark them to be 
saved, not to be sold. This method 
will build up the stamina of your flock. 

It will require seven pounds of 
skimmed milk to equal one pound of 
lean beef for flesh-forming purposes. 

Eggs intended for hatching should not 
be kept over foyr weeks. They must 
be turned every day or two. 

Occasionally when the earth is dry, 
spade up a small space near the brood 
coops and make fine and mellow, so the 
little chirpers can take a bath. The 
way they will enjoy it will pay for your 
trouble. 

Do not give up for lost little chicks 
that get caught in a rainstorm and be- 
come drenched. Take them and wrap 
them up in hot flannel, leaving their 
heads out, and keep them where it is 
very warm. They will sometimes re- 
vive after they seem to be nearly or 
quite dead. 
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The Best Stock is Cheapest. 


(American Cultivator:) There is much 
less said now by farmers about the mis- 
take of paying “fancy prices,“ as they 
are called for cows and other improved 
farm stock. There is really no fancy 
prices about it, as most farmers have 
learned after keeping scrub_ stock, 
which every year ate more than it pro- 
duced, and whose progeny was only 
fitted to continue this unprofitable busi- 
ness. 
stock that most farmers can keep at 
the best. If there are a few inferior 
animals in the herd they diminish the 
profit that the farmer receives from 
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To get the best results, 
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the herd as a whole, and the farmer 
would easily be better off without than 
with them. On the other hand, when 
a farmer has secured cows that give @ 
profit over cost of keeping of $50 to $75 
per year, as some cows have done, this 
sum calculated as interest represents & 
much greater capital than the better 
stock will cost, even when bought at 
prices which, to the man who estimates 
cows only at their beef valie, may 
seem entirely fanciful. 

It is true that this stock will gow old, 
and, in time, depreciate in value from 
old age. But long before that time 
comes, it may be used to breed guess 
sors that will perpetuate its good quall- 
ties. This increased value of its prog- 
eny is what constitutes a large part of 
the gain from improved stock. It is for 
this reason that most farmers who de- 
gin by grading up the stock they ab 
ready have soon quit that by purchas- 
ing full bloods and breeding to them. 
Grading up is a first-class way to be- 
gin, but very few enterprising farmers 
continue long to be satisfied with that. 
The breeder of the pure-bred stock can 
at least make it pay interest on its in- 
creased value by its greater productive 
capacity. If he does this until be if 
fully stocked with thoroughbreds, there 
will probably by that time be in his 
own neighborhood farmers who have. 
been experimenting with graded stock, 
and who will be anxious to buy his sur- 
plus, so as to go into impoved stock- 
breeding themselves. 

The truth is, much the larger part of 
the cows now kept by the av 
farmer do not pay their way. 
course, the improved and productive 
stock gets reported in the agricultural 
papers, but there are thousands of 
scrub cows that do not produce more 
than 125 pounds of butter per year, 
that are ill-fed and go dry five months 
or more each year. The geat majority’ 


of the cows kept by the class of farm- - 


ers who take no agricultural paper are 
not even fit to be used as foundations 
for crossing with better stock. It 
would take too long to bring them up 
to the paying standard, which no 
keeper of any stock should allow him- 
self to fall below. It is true that this 
will require better stock. As the stand- 
ard of best goes higher, that of what is. 
passable and barely paying will in- 
crease also. The quantity of butter 
yield that would pay ten or twelve 
years ago will not pay now. Butter is, 
in fact, now cheaper than it has usu- 
ally been at this early season, and this 
is doubtless in part due to the improved 
processes for extracting the last par- 
ticle of butter fat from the milk, and, 
to improvements in breeding which 
have made greater milk and butter 
yields more common throughout the 
country than they werea few years 


ago. 

It is a fast procession that American. 
! class are marching in. 
Only by keeping up with it can they 
hope to attain enduring success. Their 
competitors are trying to work as 
cheaply as possible and produce mode- 
rate yields at less cost. The American 
way is generally to decrease cost by 
increasing the yield, and increase price 
by bettering the quality of the product. 
In so far as farmers do this they can 
be able to maintain the standard of Hv. 
ing that the people of this country in 
all departments of labor have been ac- 
customed to. Of late 
hard for farmers to live as they have 
been used to doing without gradually 
depreciating their capital. In most 
cases this depreciation has been in the 
form of decreased soil fertility. The 
only way to avoid this depreciation al- 
together is by keeping better stock 
than they have been used to doing. 


The old saying that time is money is 
doubly true with regard to fattening 
animals, There is no profit in slow 
fattening of anything. The largest 
amount of nutritious food than can be 
digested and assimilated is always the 
most profitable for the fattening ani- 
mal. The food required for mainte- 
nance of the animal to merely keep it in 
store condition is just so much wasted 
if no more than this goes with it. This 
does not mean that fattening animals 


are to be given good food without limit. 


That will injure digestion, and then, no 
matter how liberal the feeding, the ani-. 
mal will not thrive. Old animals are 
generally fattened slowly. For this 
reason their flesh is tough. But ff they 
are fattened quickly, as they may be 
by combining some grain with succu- 
lent food, their flesh will have the ten- 
derness and sweetness that are com- 
monly associated with the flesh of 


young animals. 


The farmers of the land are wisely 
coming to the conclusion that the best 
remedy for that malady known as de- 
pression in agriculture is to make the 
soll deep and rich with high culture and 
copious manuring; to farm no more 
land than can be farmed well; above 
all, to keep good cattle, both for direct 
and indirect profit. ' 


Value of Manure. 
(American Cultivator:) There is too 


much scattering of both manure and. 


labor on most farms to accomplish the 
most profitable results. The 
improved farm machinery, enabling 
farmers to cultivate and harvest more 
acres than they should, is in part re 
sponsible for this. Most of this im- 
proved machinery has to do with grain- 
growing, and as a consequence grain: 
pays less than almost any other farm 
crop. The cry has been for years that 
we cannot compete with the West in 
growing grain crops. 
continue to do it? Mainly because the 
majority of farmers have more land 
than they can use in any other way, 
and besides, the commercial fertilizers 
at small expense will grow a grain 
crop, while to manure for any other will 
require a much largeroutlay. But this 
does not matter, provided the more 
expensive crop will sell for more than 
enough additional to pay the increased 
expense. Many farmers are learning 
this fact. They are begining to cha 

from ordinary crops to those grown by 
market gardeners, manuring heavily, 
as they must, and getting their land in 
much better condition than it was even 
in the days when the forest was newly 
cleared off from it. This is a slow pro-

other places, and, in fact, an effort is 
made to dignify, by the name of “bank 
clearings,” estimates of business done 
in lines 
banks. If these erroneous methods of 


compiling clearings were pursued with | 


regularity the totals would have some 
appearance of approximate values, but, 
unfortunately, there is. no proof that 
any uniformity exists, even in this line, 


and abnormally swelled totals of those 


cities, when compared with actual clear 
ings from other cities, make a compari- 
son altogether out of proportion to the 
amount of business in checks actually 
handled at the banks. Where this pad- 
ding of clearings consists in merely ad- 
ding both sides of the account together, 
the division of thie padded total by two 
would ordinarily furnish a fair idea of 
the proper total; but, in cases cited, 
where totals other than bank clearings 
are included, no system of division 
whether by two or more, is adequate to 
the situation. |

THE CASH SYSTEM. A eorrespond- 


ent of a Massachusetts paper gives the 


following excellent reasons why grocers | 


should not give long credits: 

“Grocers sell goods right and left on 
credit, incurring great expense for | 
teams and extra men, selling to irre- 
sponsible parties amounting to a large 
eum of money, when they would not 
dare to loan the same person $5. The 
result of this is that a great many peo- 
ple don’t live according to what they 
earn, and some of them will spend 
nearly all their week’s per for liquor, 
simply because they can leave their gro- 
cery bill until later. Others will, 
through mismanagement, buy twice as 
much goods as they need because they 
can have them so easy on long credit. 
Some will buy from peddlers, extra 
nice albums, imported clocks, lamps, 
pianos, organs and all kinds of notions 
that their incomes don’t allow them to 

but, because they can get their 
groceries, meat, etc., on long credit. 
Some others don’t intend to pay at all. 
Their object is to get all they can in one 
ery store and then go to another. 
Some families are proud in saying that 
they owe but three or four hundred, and 
why? Because they can get trusted 80 
easy. Some grocers may say that is 
none of my business whether they sell 
or give away their goods, but one thing 
is sure, they would render a favor to 
many people by insisting on having 
their pay for goods. It would lead them 
to look for the strictly necessary things 
of life first, and then it would not force 
a good many of them to have their 
names unworthy of credit, who do not 
mean to be dishonest, but are led that 
way by getting credit too easy. The 
grocers, I think, would be able to l 
all the benefit there is in it.“

SAN PEDRO. 
Soundings of Inner Harbor to Be 
‘Taken Soon. 


SAN PEDRO, May 15.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) It is expected that 
scundings of the inner harbor will be 
taken within a few weeks. Maj E. 
L. B. Davis of the corps of engineers 
of the United States Engineer's office 
at San Francisco is expected daily. 
Usually annual soundings have heen 
taken, but sometimes an interval of 
two years is permitted to elapse be- 
tween measurements. Comparisons of 
the official charts prepared on a basis 
of these measurements have shown 
that where there was formerly shallow 
water not far back of the mouth of 
the inner harbor the construction of 

breakwater has had the effect of 
deepening the harbor at that point, 
more sand being carried away by the 
outgoing tide than is bronght in and 
deposited by the incoming tide, If the 
appropriation for the dredging of the 
inner harbor be made, as it is expected 
it will be, a good deal of intérest will 
attach to the soundings soon to be 
taken. Dredging work is in some re- 
Spects liks street grading, where the 
official grade of the street comes be- 
low the natural dontour of the land. 
The soundings will show fast how much 
dredging must be done at each point 


in order to bring the bottom “down to 


grade.” A week or more will probably 
be consumed in taking the soundings 
for with some of the work it is unpos- 
sible to take measurements accurately 
except under certain conditions of 
weather and tide.

PROSPECTS BRIGHTENING. 
FRUIT-GROWERS ENCOURAGED.

Storage Capacity in This City 
Largely Increase d—Shipments 
and Of] Refining Call for in- 


VENTURA, May 15.—(Regular Cor- 


ning to show decided signs of improve- 
ment. The only really serious outlook 
is for the barley crop, which experts 
claim will be practically a failure. Less 
than one-third of the acreage planted 
will mature. The usual crop figures 
up in the neighborhood of 450,000 sacks, 
which will this year be cut down to less 
than eighty thousand. 

Lima beans are quoted at $2.35, with 
no offerings in amount. The large 
holdings are being reineured in ware- 
house and will be held until the value 
of the new crop can be determined. 
All thie small holdings have been mar- 
keted, and planting is going on all over 
the county. The Thompson ranch is 
progressing better than any in the belt 
along the north side of the Santa Clara 
River, the beans planted early already 
showing above ground. The acreage 
planted to limas ie fully one-third 
greater than last season, which will, 
under favorable conditions. result in 
the harvesting of a phenominally large 
crop. Small bean acreage has decreased, 
Particularly the Lady Washington va- 
riety, which will be one-hali short as 
compared to last season. These esti- 


The prevailing sentiment is that the 
reports of short crops have been greatly 
exaggerated. One of the best- posted 
and most conservative bean-growers in- 
formed The Times representative yes- 
terday that the stories of “bad year to 
come“ have done the business interests 
of the county incalculable harm, and 
have but small foundation in fact. That 
the rain was 80 long delayed occa- 
moned the first rumors, which have 
grown as time passed, until now they 
“won't down.” The facts are that 
when the rain did come, and at each 
succeeding precipitation, the ground 
took it all up, and none was lost. At 
this writing bean land was never in bet- 
ter condition or the conditions more 
favorable for the harvesting of the 
normal crop. If there has been any real 
danger it came from the ‘winds, which 
this year have exceeded all past rec- 
ords, both in violence and frequency 
of occurrence. 

The fruit crop, which was reported 
a dead failure, is developing in better 
shape than was first hoped for or ex- 
pected. Apridots and prunes will be 
short, but not to the extent predicted 
by the alarmists. Orchards which re- 
port stated would be total failures, will 
mature from one-third to one-half short 
of last season, while others at this 
writi show indications pf an aver- 
age yield. e walnut crop will, if 
the conditions continue favorable, be 
one of the heaviest of record. 
trees are in fine condition, and

In general lines of 
dried fruit prices are ru high, t 
no sales of amount are being made. 
Token as a whole, the Outlook for 
fruit and general farm products, ex- 
cept barley, furnishes grounds for 
renewed confidence. is deduction is 
made after a careful review of the 
Situation by competent authorities in 
all branches, and close study of re- 
ports made by bean and fruit-buyers,

n Already Being Stirred by Local 


Office-seekers. 


Candidates Galore tor the City and 
County Offices. 


Wow the Early“ Politician Catches 
the Worm—Men Who Are Willing 
to Serve Their Country for a 
Moderate Stipend a Year. 


On the surface and in the air but lit- 
tle is seen or heard these days in the 
way of political chat and news, saving 
that which pertains to State and na- 
tional politics. All the noise and dem- 
onstration is confined to those issues 
2 go to make up other than city or 
county politics, and to discuss, pub- 
licly, at this time, the chances of any 
candidate for any city or county office 
is in as poor taste as to wear duck 
trousers and a blazer while the atmos- 
phere is as yet reminiscent of days in 
January. 

But underneath the surface, and “on 
the quiet,” the hungry politician and 
office-seeker who yearns for the flesh 
pots and juicy pickings that are en- 
joyed in the City Hall and County 
Gourthouse, is indeed as busy as the 
legendary bee whose energy has served 
as a simile for poets to base rhymes and 
lessons upon. 

Be it known that the wise political 
worker has for his cardinal principle 
the idea of beginning early—very early 
20 early that his would-be opponent 
Will awake later in the season and learn 
that while the sluggard sleepeth, in- 
dustry personified in the form of the 

politician has practically captured 

he works, built all the fences, rolled 
all the logs, laid all the wires, and gen- 
erally “fixed” things for victory at the 
-caucus, at the primary, in the conven- 
tion and at the polls. Therefore, al- 
though the local political machinery 
which is to grind out brand-new Coun- 
cilmen, and clerks, and auditors, and 
judges, and tax-collectors, and super- 
visors, and all the rest of the office-hold- 
ers who are willing to sacrifice them- 
selves and their private comfort for 
their country and its elective offices—al- 


though this machinery is not supposed 


to commence actual operation for as 
much as several months time, it is safe 
to say that for every city and county 
office in the gift of the people there ere 
all the way from a dozen to a score of

he methods of the embryo candi- 
dates are as various as the men them- 
selves. Some there are who cherish the 
idea that by “kow towing” te an al- 
leged boss whose might in the realm 
of local politics is by them estimated 
as something prodigious, success is as- 
sured. To pledge servitude to such a 


boss,“ promise perfect obedience and 


industriously fulfill the pledge by 
acting altogether in the interests of 
the master—that is one method, and a 
eimple and quite popular ene. That 
such a method is occasionally success- 
fal, brings it into favor with the candi- 
date, whose independence is not so ob- 
trusive as to be conspicuous. 

Tet other ambitious candidates affect 
what is called the company of the 
“long-hairs,”” a somewhat vulgar title 
for the righteous element of the popula- 
tion. In opposition to this style of 
candidate is the man who openly courts 
the favor of the “gang” and makes 


’ pledges favorable in every way to the 


interests of the classes which, althougb 
making no claim to righteousness, yet 
cast a big vote on election day and can 
be counted upon to assist in the good 
work of packing caucuses ora primary. 

It is an accomplished candidate who 
can so satisfy these factions as to be 
pleasing to both and offensive to 
neither. Not less important than this 
qualification is the ability to make 
“combinations” with such parties as 
may be able to wield voting strength 
at various political functions which 

e the election of a candidate to 
office. It is the work of making these 
combinations that is now being carried 
on, in the City Hall, in the County 

ouse and in all the resorts where 
politicians most do congregate. 

At the City Hall the “top-notch” of- 
fice and the one to be desired is natu- 
rally the one now occupied by F. Ra- 
der, who has been Mayor of Los Ange- 
les for about sixteen months. The of- 
fice of Mayor has attached to it a sal- 
ary of $3600 a year, and that is consid- 
ered quite respectable picking in these 
days of Clevelandism and Democracy. 
Several aspirants for Mayoralty honors 
there are. The present Mayor is un- 
derstoad to have no objection to a sec- 
end term of office. In fact it is de- 
lieved that a colored brother, who pub- 
lishes a weekly sheet in this city, hit it 


- off with tolerable accuracy when, in giv- 


ing an intended laudatory description 
of. the Mayor, it was said that “Hiz- 
zoner”’ was a gentleman who would be 
ever found “looking after the interests 
of his continuance.” 

F. S. Munson, the portly representa- 
tive in the Council of the Third Ward, 
1 making a steady and determined con- 

for the nomination for Mayor, and 
his chances are thought to be quite 
as good as those of any other man 
mentioned for the honor. Munson is a 
Yankee, shrewd and politic, who will 
make, before the year is out, a desper- 
ate struggle for the nomination. 

Then there is Julius H. Martin, once 
mentioned as a possible Police Com- 
missioner, when the proper sort of 
commissioners were scarce. Julius is 
being groomed quite thoroughly for 
the race, and good judges are inclined 
to regard him as having at this time 
the lead in the race. Quiet, smooth 
and altogether politic is Julius, with 
not too much ruggedness to be objec- 
tionable to any faction of voters in the 


city. 
“Billy” Dunn, the present City At- 
torney, has loomed up for some time 
as a can@idate, willing to be struck by 
Mayoralty lightning, if Providence 
ould direct matters that way. Dunn 
is astute enough to make no pronounced 
affiliation with any faction at this stage 
of the game, but steadily attends to 
the law business ot the city. 
Capt. F. J. Cressey is quoted as be- 
ing in the race for Mayor. Just how 
far in, the report of his candidacy ne- 
giects to state. He is much gone on the 
A. P. A. and counts not the cost. 
In the case of those Councilmen who 
braved the people’s wishes and put 
themselves on record in favor of Collis 
Huntington’s Santa Monica. harbor 
steal and also the others less bold who 
were too timid to resent the job that 
Was put up on them by the schemers, 
there is small chance of reélection to 
the offices they now hold, or to any 
Others they may have designs upon. 
‘There is small probability of any 
member of the present Council suc- 
ceeding himself next year. Council-

Councilman Stockwell of the First 
Ward hopes to serve another term in 
the Council and aspires to the presi- 
dency of that body. 

In the Fourth Ward, from whence 
„Papa Kingery halls, there is politics 
and plenty of it. Without blushing, 
Kingery announces his wien for re- 
election, and with the “boosting” he is 
certain to have from Brother Pitman, 
who preaches to the United Brethren 
folks on Sundays and caucuses week 
days, Kingery hopes to secure another 
two years’ berth: He has opposed to 
him “Johnnie” Cline, “Johnnie” Vaughn 
and others, who have recently been 
“caved down the bank“ to some de- 
gree by the Pitman people. The John- 
nies are grooming R. Mercer for Coun- 
cilman. A queer combination in this 
ward is that between C. W. Fleming. 
deputy sheriff under Juhn Burr, and 
“Johnnie” Cline, who has been Burr's 
bitterest political enemy. Cline, who 
fought Burr for the Sheriff nomination, 
hopes, so it is said, to be United States 
Marshal under the next President, 
and to secure this end is reported to in- 
dite daily letters to Mai. McKinley’s 
managers, giving the news of the local 
political situation and asking for re- 
mittances. In the event of Cline's ap- 
pointment Fleming would be chief 
deputy—hence the combination. 

There is a rumor more or less vague 
that Robert E. Hale has hed his ap- 
petite whetted for public office by his 
service as a school director, and as- 
pires to represent the Fifth Ward in the 
Council. 

Freeman G. Teed, the present member 
from “the Fifth,” does not seek reélec- 
tion, and steadfastly declares that he 
is out of politics. His recent trip to 
the State convention has made folks in- 
credulous of the statement, and it is 
generally believed that Teed is laying 
the wires for a Supervisoral nomina- 
tion in the Second District. 

L. P. Crane; an inspector of the 
health department, is making a steady 
and earnest fight on the A.P.A. line for 
the Republican nomination for Council- 
man in the Seventh Ward. This ward 
is a Republican section, but factional 
fights in the party prevented the elec- 
tion two years ago of Thomas Strohm, 
and seated James Ashman, a Demo- 
crat, in the Council. Col. Crane is re- 
ported to have “made himself solid” 
with the colored folks in the Seventh 
Ward, who are quite numerous there. 
Crane is solid for Patton (Dem.) for 
Congress. 

“Tom” Strohm will, no doubt, make 
a vigorous canvass for the Republican 
nomination, and he is conceded to be 
the favorite in the race. Director 
Grubb is spoken of as a Councilmanic 
possibility, and his work for the ward 
as a school director, is instanced as 
evidence of his fitness to serve the ward 
in the Council. Councilman Ashman 
is reported as desiring the Democratic 
nomination for Mayor. 

The present Councilman from the 
Sixth Ward, George Pessell, has his 
optics glued upon a seat in the Board 
of Supervisors for next year. His suc- 
cessor in the Council will, no doubt, be 
a Republican, and Charles L. Strange, 
Building Superintendent of the city, is 
mentioned for the ‘place. Strange is 
president of the Republican Club in the 
Sixth Ward, and practically controls 
Republican politics in that ward. 

In the “bloody Eighth,” where the 
Democratic hosts ‘hold sway, and 
“Johnnie” Gaffey, Hugh Smith and 
“Tommy” Savage are leading political 
lights, the candidates for Councilman 
are not numerous. George Cline, a 
street inspector, Jake Huston, a police 
department official, and E. M. Me- 
Neely are mentioned as candidates for 
the Republican nomination. The Demo- 
cratic workers are busied with State 
politics, and will discuss ward politics 
later in the season. 

At the Courthouse there are three Su- 
perior Judges, whose terms of office ex- 
pire this year, these men being Smith, 
Shaw and Clark. Judge McKinley is 
expected to retire and devote himself 
to the practice of law. There are can- 
didates galore for the positions now 
held by Clark, Smith and Shaw. Among 
these would-be Judges are C. C. Me- 
Comas, W. T. Williams and G. W. 
Holton, each a deputy district attorney: 
E. A. Meserve, an attorney in a small 
way; Gen. H. A. Pierce and divers 
others, whose boomlets are now being 
nursed with assiduous care. 

Deputy Sheriff Clements is reported 
to have an eye on the berth of his chief, 
John Burr, and “Billy” Hammel, an 
ex-deputy sheriff, now an employé of 
the Gas Company, is also spoken of as 
a candidate for Sheriff. The latter per- 
son has the reputation of usually get- 
ting what he asks for and his pdst 
record mdkes his prospects at least as 
good as any other man mentioned. 

E. E. Bostwick, now in the Street 
Superintendent’s office, is an avowed 
candidate for the office of City Auditor. 
His home is in the Second Ward. City 
Clerk Luckenbach is pulling for the 
same office, as is also Col. Hine, deputy 
city treasurer. 

Deputy City Clerk Wilde is looked 
upon as a probable successor to Luck- 
enback, who has already served two 
terms as City Clerk. Wilde has been

DEMOCRATIC POLITICS, 


Christopher Buckley and His Visit 
to This City—His Mission. 

The blind “‘ex-boss” of San Francisco 
has been in Los Angeles for two days, 
and during that time his quarters in 
the Hollenbeck Hotel have been 
thronged with Democratic politicians, 
who either know the great Christopher 
Buckley or are desirous of making his 
acquaintance. The latter class is in the 
minority. Buckley’s reign in San Fran- 
cisco has given him acquaintance with 
every Democratic politician of any note 
in the State, and his visit to Los Ange- 
les has partaken more of the nature of 
a reunion than aught else. Buckley has 
several score of friends in Los Angeles 
and they have been in evidence at ‘his 
rooms since his arrival. So much so 
that newspaper interviews with the 
great man have not been obtainable. 

But as Buckley is here on pleasure 
bent, according to his own statement, 
and has shaken himself loose from pol- 
itics, interest in his words and möve- 
ments is not so intense as it might he, if 
the San Francisco boss, or ex-boss, 
would speak candidly of the whence- 
ness of his mission to the southern end 
of the State. His visit may have naught 


to do with politics, but a suspicion at- 


taches to the coincidence of his arrival 
while the Democratic political pot has 
just begun to bubble. 4 
This afternoon the Democratic County 
Central Committee will meet, and the 
customary contest for supremacy be- 
tween the party’s factions will take 
place. The committee is to issue a call 
for either ward or precinct primaries, by 
which delegates to the county conven-

That this 
his real mission, is avowed by those 
who are in a position to have the 
nfidence of the local Democratic 
eaders. Buckley was no doubt im- 
pressed with the swath cut by the 
southern delegation at the recent Re- 
publican State Concention, and realizes 
that to secure at this early day the 
support of the Southern California 
Democrats, in favor of his delegation 
to the convention, from San Fran- 
cisco would be a master stroke of po- 
litical genius. Beyond doubt this is 
his mission while in Los Angeles. 
Gen. C. F. A. Last is reported to 
be a candidate for delegate to the 
Democratic National Convention, from 
this district. 


National Fruit-growers’ Association 


Marietta, Ga., April 9, 1896. 

To the members of Local, County, 
District, and State Fruit-growers’ 
Unions: The time has come when it 
seems imperative that the fruit-grower, 
to be financially successful, must ident- 
ify himself with some plan in the dis- 
position of his fruit that will enable 
him to know what the markets of the 
world demand and when and how they 
want it. Some method of coéperation 
is the only means by which intelligent 
methods can be adopted and sustained. 

What is codperation? If twenty 
fruit-growers find that by working to- 
gether, they can secure better results 
in marketing their product, and from 
a lotal union among themselves, it is 
much more necessary that twenty such 
local unions that may have formed them- 
selves together in codperative work, 
each for the same purpose, should thus 
unite into a larger and broader field. 
If there are twenty of these larger 
unions, it is much more important that 
they form themselves into one large 
association. The same reason that 
eager ye the formation of the first 
union of twenty individuals, demands 
the formation of the several unions 
into a still larger one. 

We have in the different fruit-grow- 
ing sections of the United States, many 
local, district, and State fruit unions. 
It is deemed advisable by those whose 
names appear below, and who repre- 
sent many others, that there should 
de formed a National Fruit-growers’ 
Union. The objects of such union 
would be many. The existence of 
tne a union would immediately 

trengthen all of our many fruit agso- 
Clations in the United States. Instead 
of each section being in the dark as 
to the shipments of competing sections; 
we could easily perfect a system by 
which each section would keep every 
other section, (using the same mar- 
kets at the same time) fully advised 
as to the quantity and kinds of fruit 
en route to all markets thereby en- 
abling competing sections to so di 
their shipments as to not only — 5 
vent the disastrous gluts now so fre- 
quent, but it would make more equal 
distribution of the fruits in many fruit 
distributing cities. It would enable 
us to secure fair, and honest treatment 
through agents to whom we trust 
the disposal of our fruit. When 


we have 
the . far East 


from Colorado to 
same time that shipments 
of peaches are made from Georgia to 
the Missouri River, we see great nec- 
essity of such a system as outlined 
above. Such a union would enable the 
fruit-grower to intelligently plant the 
most profitable fruit for his section, 
and to know the demand for and-the 


production of certain kinds of fruit is 
something to be feared equally as over- 
production or surplus manufactre of 
any commodity. In all other lines of busi- 
ness, both in manufacture and other 
products of the soil, the output is con- 
trolled and handled with some intelli- 
gence. With the fruit-grower this is not 
so. The successful fruft-grower is one 
who is able to market his fruit for 
renumerative prices. A successful 
fruit dealer and speculator is one who 
is able to buy his fruit at low figures, 
and, by creating a demand, sell at high 
prices. The fruit-grower’s success de- 
pends on his getting all that he pos- 
sibly can, and the fruit dealer’s suc- 
cess depends on his getting it as cheap 
as he can. 

The immense quantity of ruit 
shipped from the South to the North, 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic, from 
the center to the coast, give to the 
transportation companies a great vol- 
ume of business. The transportation 
lines find it necessary to havé their as- 
sociations adjust rates and avoid need- 
less competition. The fruit-growers of 
the United States, in a like associa- 
tion of the whole will be enabled to bet- 
ter existing conditions in transporta- 
tion matters, and to mutually assist 
each section in correcting unjust dis- 
criminations on the part of common 
carriers. 

In behalf of the many fruit unions 
throughout the country, and for the 
better success of the fruit marketing 
associations, and the protection of the 
fruit powers, the undersigned earnestly 
solicit your presence at a meeting of 
representatives of the fruit growers’ 
unions and associations of the United 
States, to be held at the Palmer 
House, Chicago, III., on Wednesday, 
May 20, 1896, for the purpose of organ- 
izing the National Fruit Growers’ 
Union, and for the putting into exe- 
cution of such plans as the members 
present may deem wise.
